years. Although the capture of 
Shlusselberg last winter “ raised ”’ 
the siege of Leningrad, to all 
intents and purposes, the city’s 
plight has been hard,/inasmuch as 
the Germans have commanded all 
the railways leading to it; but it 
is only now that a really serious 
attempt has been made to avert 
the danger.. Numerous towns have 
fallen during the past few days 
before a series of powerful south- 
wardly thrusts:  Krasnoye Selo, 
Ropsha, Peterhof and Mga were 
claimed before the week-end; the 
capture of Pushkin—better known 
to students of Russian literature 
as Tsarkoye Selo—and Pavlovsk 
is announced this morning; Nov- 
gorod fell before an army ad- 
vancing from the east some days 
ago. As we write, Tosno and 
Chudovo, on the most easterly of 
the three railways which lead 
southwards from Leningrad, are 
reported to be in imminent peril, 
while a twofold thrust from the 
north and from Novgorod is aimed 
at General von Kueohler’s base at 
Luga. ‘The German commentators 
do not try to conceal their appre- 
ciation of the gravity oí this latest 
development; the Russian com- 
muniqués are confident in the 
extreme, and the whole evidence 
is that .the regibn north of Lake 
Iimen will be cleared within a very 
short time. | 

Meanwhile, at the extreme 
south of the huge Eastern front, 
Russian troops.have established a 
bridgehead in the Crimea, close 
to the town of Kerch.* The: net 
result of these varied movements 
is that battles must be raging 
along virtually every mile of the 
front, from the Baltic to the 
Black Sea. It is true that there 
have been no spectacular advances 
by the Russian armies in the 
central sectors for some little time 


-past—-no advances, that is to say, 


which would compare with the 
tremendous drives that carried 
them deep into Poland, and 
threatened the German divisions 
in the Dnieper Bend with extinc- 
tion—but the pressure, by all 
accounts, is relentless., Unlike a 
less populous nation, Russia 
seems to be able to concentrate.

Planned Education 

The President of the British 
Board of Education, Mr. BR. A. 
Butler, has taken his new Educa- 
tion Bill through the House of 
Commons for the second time. 
This bill is one “whose importance 
is underestimated by nobody— 
neither by the great majority that 
welcomes it nor by the minority 
which is opposed to it. In essence,. 
it is a measure designed to bring 
the education of the State into a 
single, connected system. Every 
part is to work towards the same 
end, the production of a race of 
good citizens; and yet, in every 
part, there is to be scope for 
individual initiative, within the 
broad outlines of the State system. 
The bill demands that all school 
buildings shall be of a suitable 
standard ; it provides for the wide 
extension of the school medical 
service and of the scheme for the 
free supply of meals and milk. 
Secondary education for every 
child is made possible, without 
fees. Of course, the whole bill is 
based upon compromise. Indeed, 
Mr. Butler said: ‘Perhaps, this

‘announcement by the " Chinese 


Cabinet spokesman,, Dr. Chang 
Ping-hsun, to the effect that 
dancing, permanent waves and the 
drinking of wine in restaurants 
are banned by. his Government. 
Dr. Chang adds that it is not 
seemly for civilians: to give them- 
selves up to luxurious ways of life 
when their compatriots are fight- 
ing and dying on the battlefield. 
On the other hand, five hundred 
Indian barbers, who staged. a 
protest meeting in Fyzabad, in the 
United Provinces, have a bitter 
complaint to make. They condemn 
the practice of shaving at’: home 
as ‘‘ sinful and anti-social,’’ and 
Baba, one of the most celebrated 
of the barbers, has gone so far as 
to say that it must be impressed 
upon the westernised Indian that 
he: is committing a sin morning 
after morning when he shaves 
himself at home. Judged by the 
standards of Baba and his 
associates, the behaviour of many 
millions of ,persons in all parts 
of the world must be sinful and 
anti-social; but that is. rather. 
beside the point. On the face of 
it, one may assume that the 
barbers .are less interested in 
raising the ethical standards of 
their compatriots than in the 
preservation of their own means 
of livelihood. The Chinese restric- 
tion on luxuries may cause a 
certain amount of unemployment, 
but it will release many addi- 


rtional men for essential occupa- 


tions, and it will save a lot of 
money that obviously could be used 
to achieve more constructive ends. 
India’s barbers have no interest 
in the saving of money, but they 
seem to have a pronounced interest 
in the diversion of it in their own 
direction. ‘Ingenuousness may have 
its virtues, but the severely 
practical trend of thought under- 
lying the Indian hairdressers’ 
appeal deprives its phraseology of 
much of its effect.

BRONZE AGE FIND NEAR 
LOUGH MASK . 


Food vessels and other material 
from a recently-examined — Bronze 
Age cemetery (about 1,500 B.C.) 
near Lough Mask are on their way 
to Dublin to form part of the 


‘National Museum Collection. They 


were found in a sandpit in the 
townland of Ballinchalla, about 
four miles from Ballinrobe, near 
the place where, in 1938, had been 
found another Bronze Age burial 
consisting of a cist, containing a 
cinerary urn inverted over a pile 
of cremated bones. 

The recent findings bring ' the 
number of burials found in this 
sandpit site to eight, and they are 
within a few miles of the district 
of Moytura, which is famous for 
the number of its Bronze Age 
monuments. 

A remarkable feature of the 
food vessels found in the more 
recently excavated cists is that two 
of them are lidded vessels, of which 
type only two or three had been 
known to be found in Ireland. 
Among those who helped in secur- 
ing the articles for the Museum 
are Mr.» Michael O’Connor, owner 
of the sandpit; Mr. Patrick 
Flannery, of Ballinrobe, and the 
Right Rev. Mgr. Hynes, President, 
University College, Galway. 


PHYSICAL CULTURE ' 


FOR HEALTH 


“TI physical culture was made 
compulsory in every school in Eire 
it would be a vital step towards 
eliminating a great deal of the ill- 
ness that ig such a burden on the 
country,” said Mr. P. J. Cassidy, 
Director of the Health Institute, 
when speaking on the subject of 
‘* Fasting and the Correct Breathing 
for Better Health '” at yesterday’s 
luncheon meeting of the Rotary 
Club in the Gresham Hotel, Dublin. 

Modern physical culture, he said, 
played an important part in build- 
ing the body internally rather than 
externally, to enable it to increase 
its resistance to ill-health. 

A two or three days’ fast, he de- 
clared, improved one both ,mentally 
and physically, because it enabled 
the body to get rid of poisons that 
were at the root of every health 
trouble. As to breathing, the proper 
use of the lungs gave them healthier 
and longer lives. 
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“COOKED' IN FURNACE 


FOR ELEVEN YEARS 


Eleven years ago—100,000 hours 
to be exact—four rods of a special 
steel* were placed in an electric 
furnace in a United States research 
laboratory to find out how much the 
metal in steam turbines changes 
shape under prolonged high tempera- 
ture and tae. A wipes 
engineer specia assigned to the 
job has followed the Gxperisiiant trou 
the start, making a record every 
day. The test was recently com- 
pleted. 

The purpose of the test—longest 
on record—was to determine what 
stresses could be used at tempera- 
tures where all materials are plastic, 
to study the changes in the 
characteristics of the metal under 
prolonged conditions, and to deter- 
mine whether the material became 
stronger or weaker during the eleven 
years, The wealth of valuable infor. 
mation collected will help in the 
design of more efficient turbines in 
the future.
